USSIAN guns are active along 
R the entire front, ‘‘ softening 
up” the line for the big 
operations which are expected to 
start almost any day, says Reuter’s 
Special’ Correspondent in Moscow. 
The German High Command will 
find it. very difficult to guess where 
the Red Army will strike first. The 
Red Army finds itself in a better 
position than last year, except for 
the Donetz Basin and the Kuban, 
and, even if they stand slightly 
further east below Kharkov, - they 
counter-balance this by standing 
much further -west on the central 
fronts. 
Two Russian salients still threaten 
Orel from the north and south, and 
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dangerous bulge. On the Donetz 
line the Russians hold large and 
powerfully defended bridgeheads; 
they also have bridgeheads ‘on the 
western bank of the Mius River, 
which runs into the Azov Sea, eight 
miles east of Taganrog. 

There is no doubt that the \whole 
front. is boiling up for the decisive 
battles. which daily the Russian 
people are being told to expect this 
summer. /zvestia describes the

It is 
all very well to require that a 
receipt shall be obtained for 
every purchase made; but the 
customer who has the nerve to 
demand a receipt will not get it, 
and cannot assist the Department 
to make a legal case. These, 
and innumerable other, abuses 
of the emergency conditions, make 
any decent man’s blood boil; 
but there is no apparent. defence 
against them. If the people who 
had been wronged by any par- 
ticular trader could dare to take 
their own revenge upon him, the 


wrong would be set right quickly),
